Setter or Politer. 

The question as to the comparative merits of these 
two breeds can only be answered relatively, and with 
due regard for the work to be performed If con¬ 
sidered otherwise o manifest injustice will be dooe, 
since neither dog can wholly take the place of the other. 
Each has hiB appropriate sphere, and though in oar 
opinion one has much the wider range for the exhibi¬ 
tion of his qualities, we certainly consider honor and 
credit the just due of both. 

If man is not confined to any location or climate for 
his sport, but wanders from section, to section at the 
dictates of his fancy, to-day shooting snipe on the 
marsheB and lowlandB, to-morrow climbing rough hill¬ 
sides for ruffed grouse, he will undoubtedly find the 
Better the most killing dog, because better adapted by 
coat and frame for such trying work, and thus better ■ 
defended against its ill effects; but on the other band, 
if the sportBinan spends all his time upon the. prairies 
among the pinnated grouse, or If he lives in those 
Southern States where heat and lack of water place the 
setter at a disadvantage, the pointer is best suited lo 
his work. 

We are fully aware that many men claim the pointer 
is the equal of the setter at all times and in all places, 
but we are forced to regard such men as of limited 
experience in variety if not quantity of shooting. We 
do not consider any man- a good judge of what ia need¬ 
ed under circumstances essentially different from those 
he is habitually associated with. “’Experience teaches," 
and to test pointers aud setters thoroughly, a man 
must have many seasons’ trial on all kinds of game, 
and in all lying from open ground to the closest cover, 
as well as under the vicissitudes of climate, from the 
heat of summer to the cold of mid mioter. Yet men 
will jump at conclusions, and because they see their 
pointers bolding their own against setters under favor¬ 
able circumstances, they imagine they will do the same 
in cover and cat briars, or upon half-frozen marshes 
where the surface breaks beneath the dog’s stride, 
leaving sharp edges that test the toughest and best 
padded feet. Occasionally one meets men who say 
they have worked thflir pointers upon each groand, 
anti they did as well there as elsewhere, but put such 
talkers down to a question of the length of such trials, 
and it appears they were only of a few hours or on 
occasional days. One hears too of “the old roagh- 
haired pointers so much superior to these we have now 
you know, tbat*could go anywhere and stand any 
work.” We too haveseen such dogs, Jane plucky fel¬ 
lows that would go as long as they could, that braved 
thorny covers with sore feet and bleeding sides, till' 
consequent frost bites and lack of rest at night proved I 
too much for even their high courage, and thoroughly 
worn out they could not crawl out of their kennels, 1 
while their setter companions were as ready as ever 
for the fun. 

Undeniably there i3 a limit to every dog’s endarance, 
and a good tough man can walk any one of them Lo a 
stand-still, but if tried side by side in all places, till 
one or the other gives out, we have no hesitation in de¬ 
claring that a setter will stay the longest, nod llut we 
regard him therefore as by far the most generally use- | 
ful dog. Any man can satisfy himself ou this point if . 
he will give the matter a fair trial, not of an occasional 
day, but of three months' honest, hard work. Let him 
start the dogs together on a prairie on the 1st of Oc¬ 
tober and work cast to New England, and before the 
middle of December he will be a convert Lo our 
opinion, if he is working his pointer against a getter 
worthy of the name. 

These assertions are not matters of mere personal 
opinion, for they are susceptible of proof, and we know 
that they are endorsed by many, if not most, of our 
practically experienced sportsmen, as well as foreign 
authorities, one of whom—Stonehenge—bean the fol¬ 
lowing testimony: “Moreover, where there is not 
heather, there are bogs, both in Irish and Scotch moots, 
and on wet ground the setter is also better than the 
pointer, as he is more enduring of fatigue, cold and wet.” 

We have heard it claimed that the pointer has a su¬ 
perior nose. This is a more difficult matter lo settle 
than the question of endurance, since we have yet no 
extensive field-trials at which great numbers of both 
breeds can compete, so that IhlB quality can be tested 
sufficiently to make it a trial of the race and not of a 
few individuals only. This must therefore remain a 
matter of opinion, unless we are willing to decide it by 
the expressed convictions of prominent authorities. 
Turning again to Lavcrack, we find the following 
words: “There is no doubt that good bred setters are 

S uite as keen of nose as pointers.” Another writer— 
'aniel—in bis work on "Rural Sports," says of setters: 
“Their noses are undoubtedly superior." We do not 
claim the last, but agree more nearly with Lavcrack, 
and think the nose equally good in both, so far as we 
can judge from the specimens we have encountered. 

Our deductions from the foregoing are: If a man lives 
in a hot, dry country and never shoots elsewhere, a 
pointer will suit him beat; but if he wants a dog for all 
kinds of work, find over which he can kill every vari¬ 
ety of game bird with the least regard to cover, foot¬ 
ing, or temperature, let him get a nigh-couraged, pure- 
blooded setter, intelligently handle aad break him, 
treat him well, and fear no form of dog that can be 
brought against him. Such a dog we pronounce the 
best animal for American upland shooting.

She got out of her stall and walked Into 
the cistern room, attached to tbe stable, and the floor gave away, 
letting ber fore legs fall through. She was caught under the 
throat by a cross beam, fo such a manner that she suffocated be¬ 
fore assistance could reach her. 

—The well known trainer Wm. Downing has taken charge, at 
Lowell, Mich., of the stable of J. M. MstUieweon. consisting of 
race aod trotting horses. Mr. Downing has had considerable ex¬ 
perience. having ridden the well known racers Crinoline, Gentle 
Annie, Harry Booth, Lobelia, etc., aod having handled the trot¬ 
ters Native American, Duchess, Wild Rose, Lady Mack, Billy Ut¬ 
ley. Molly O., and others. 

—The fine Joe Downing horse, out of a Norman mare, that fell 
from the old Iron bridge over Blkhorn. near Russel Cave, In this 
county. Is In a hopeless condition. The two men who were driv¬ 
ing him made a narrow escape from death, ae Che buggy bung on 
a*small rod, while the weight of the horse broke the harness, who 
fell 85 feet In the stream below. Jae. T. Nickols was badly crip- 

8 led by lumping backwards out of the buggy and falling on the 
oor or the bridge. Tbe young man who was with him was for¬ 
tunate by alighting on hla feet 
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though oo min can toll the amount of grain to feed a horse 
wintered lo this way without knowing all about the horse, bis 
age, etc., as there Is so much difference in homes. For some 
horses will get very fat on six or eight quarts of oats per day, 
while others will Just keep good and strong, and not fill up on the 
Inside with fat; the latter are rery few, bat still there are some, 
and they condition quite well In the spring when wintered In this 
way, provided they are handled carefully and not speeded too far 
too soon. . . 

Such horses will be able to trot a very fair race la June. Hot 
those that are allowed to get fat on the inside will not be able to 
trot near their best so soon; even If propedjf handled; and If prop¬ 
erly handled, sod the greatest of caution used v will ho ruined as 
trotters, for the season, at least, and perhaps for life. 1 have per¬ 
sonally known a number of horses wintered tbos that 
turned out abont thin way. In May, after being Jogged a few 
days, looked and felt wool beautifully, and had no appearance of 
being In any way too fat, and tbeir trainers, without Inking Into 
consideration their age, the way they had been wintered, the 
amount of grain they had had daily, the amount of work they bad 
had, Ac., Ac., would go to the track a few days, and work their 
horses with more or less clothing on them, and after moving 
them oat a quarter or so and finding them very speedy, and run¬ 
ning over with trot, will pull op for fear some one wifi hold their 
ticker oo them, but say to themselves: “I wish Mr. C (the owner) 
was here, for this horse can almost break a man's watch to-day; 
but he is not here, and I will go and see him as soon as this horse 
Is done up, soaked out. etc." Jake < the trainer) does his horse 
up beautifully with arnica bandages, etc. Down town Jake goes 
to fiod C, and tell him all abont what ah—II of a trotter be owns. 
They meet. C. oot giving Jake lime to open hie month, says: 
“Well. Jake, how did the little brown horse act this morning!” 
and Jake, for fear some one will hear, looks all round the room, 
and sees a quiet corner, aod with a wink and motion of the head, 
starts for the corner and sits down (a wink being as good ss s 
nod to a blind burse). C follows him and they are seated together, 
and Jake commences: "1 wish to G—d yon had been to the track 

this morning; I'll be d-d If this home wasn’t a ghost this morn - 

log; 1 am snre he could have trotted. I'll be banged if 1 know how 
fast, bnt away below 30. I noticed he felt good when I com¬ 
menced Jogging him. and after 1 logged him slowly a couple of 
miles, I just kind of let go of his bean on the baefcstretch, where 
no one could hold on him, and without speaking or clocking to 
him. he started away like a bullet shot out of a goo. and I’ll be 
d—-d if ever I rode so fast Id all my life, and you bet I have rode 
as fast as any of the boys. (In his mlud, with a copper, be has.) 
But 1 knew that sulky wheel was a little weak, sod I didn't want 
to take any chances of going, so I passed around the torn, and 1 
expected some of them at the stand were ready to catch me a quar¬ 
ter. 8o took him back at the turn and Jogged him to the stand, 
sponged biin oot, took him to his stall, and did him np, and he is 
feeling tip-top. Oh. I have struck a oail driver at last." 

“Well, Jake, you keep quiet and dou’t say a word to a soul 
about this borne, and we will take the whole d-d gang into camp 
in that forty-four race at Cleveland. We will start him at Jack- 
son, Saginaw and Chicago, apd only trot for second money, and 
if we work it right, those smart Alecs will think him of no ac 
count, and we can win a barrel of money.”

Among the Trotters at Babylon, L. I. 

Wishing, a few days ago. to gratify our boree-loving proclivi¬ 
ties, aud also to eujuy a little rural pleasure, we started for Baby 
Ion. L. I., which is gradually becoming the Epsom or Newmar¬ 
ket of America. In due time we arrived at the station, and soon 
after were flying over the frozen ground at s spanking pace to the 
farm of Mr. Charles Green, who*e reputation among horseman 
aod sporting gfentlemen in well known and unexceptional. 

Here, upon a beautiful site, some years ago he conceived the 
idea of having a stock farm, and acting upon this truly happy 
thoaght, he established himself upon abont one hundred and 
twenty acres of as well watered and fine growing land as coaid be 
well wished for, and in every way suited to the education and 
training of the embryo and professional trotter. The paddocks 
and box stalls are large; plenty abounds, and every thing saggesta 
comfort. 

Charley has a fine seven-eighths track where he tries their 
mettle, and ascertains what they can do ( which no one under¬ 
stands better tbsn he), and some fine day he surprises the public 
by slipping some “nnknown” under the wire to the tune of 2.24*4 
and gaining laurels where a victory seemed impossible. 

The feet of the flyers are well looked after by Dr. Brydon, a 
gentleman of great experience in Great Britlan as well as in this 
country. Messrs. O. S. Hnbbell. Robert Bonner, Belmont and 
Lori Hard are some of the geutlemen whose stock be has in 
charge. 

In all, there are about forty horses here, representing all the moet 
fashionable aod best strains in the country. 

Lula. Lucille Oolddust. Gazelle, Young Bruno, Breeze, Toronto 
Maid, Flecty Golddust and May Guecu arc among the number we 
saw here, and they are all lookiug, as the boys say. “fine as a 
Addle,” as the joyous neighs, and sound of merry heels that 
greeted our ears from every side as we passed abundantly testi¬ 
fied. Time will not permit ns to mention all the celebrities we 
saw, bnt we cannot refrain from speaking of a few. 

Lucille, a bay-brown mare, with two white heels, abont 15*4 
hands high, was bred In Louisville, Ky. f by Mr Dorsey. She was 
sired by hi* Golddust, who Is as fine as his name suggests, out of 
a thorought»red dam, by Bald Hornet, thus combining the arm- 
tnetry and pluck of tbe runner with the action of the trotter. Her 
limbs are remarkable fur their muscular development and beauty, 
the forearm being long and very broad at the elbow where it joins 
the body. 

Tbe cannon bones are short and strong, and the knee aod hoek 
Joints broad and well shapen. Her quarters are the finest we 
nave ever eeen; thov suggest to one the driving wheels of a loco¬ 
motive. She has plenty of room for the respiratory organs, hav¬ 
ing deep chest and strong shoulders. She has also tbe peculiar 
head and keen eye that characterise the Golddust family. It la 
generally supposed that a racer most necessarily be a lain, lanky- 
looking equine; but Lucille npeets this theory completely, as the 
merest novice could nut fall to recognize her beauty at a glance. 
To tbe old Jock, In short she looks every Inch a winner. 

"So did this hone excel a common one. 

In shape. In color, courage, pace and bone.'* 

She has a record of 2.19*4, beating Senator. Bella, Grafton, that 
has passed Into Mr. Bonner a stable, and some others; and If we 
are not mistaken, before tbe lessee fall again she will claim bet¬ 
ter company. 

Lula Is a blood-bay, with black points, owned by Mr. Harker, of 
Bruno and Brunette fame, also owner of Gazelle. Lula was a 
mare that had stood quite in the shade of trotting glory; Is fact It 
waa not until a few yean ago that abe was thought to be much 
over a fine roadster. However, she wae handled and trained quite 
a good deal, bat not until Mr. Green took her In hand, aod find¬ 
ing in hla new acquisition qualities that had not been broagbt 
oat yet, after some little work entered her to trot against Gold¬ 


smith Maid. Said Mr. G., In speaking of this event, “It seems as 
if In all my life I never drove but In one race, and this was the 
one. It was a race not merely for the stake, but glory of a victory 
over such celebrities; but the confidence I placed In the mare that 
day was In every wav realised by her winning, after a bard strug¬ 
gle, In 2.15, and raising her In one Jump from obscurity to fame.” 
Lula wae bred In the blue grass region, the birthplace of so many 
good ones. She Is by Alexander's Norman, out of a mare by Im¬ 
ported Hooton. She has a large share of thoroughbred blood in 
her, and shows she comes from a good family .—Brooklyn Timte. 

How to Breed, Bear and Train Two-Year-Olds. 

Now Is the time, esys an old trainer In the Spirit, when the 
colts must begin to take a little stronger work. You take them 
out upou tbe track, and tell the boys bow far to walk and trot and 
gallop. They should be Bent, of course, a lees distance now, be¬ 
cause they are commencing to gallop, which Is qnlte a different 
alt from cantering. They should not be Bent In a gallop for the 
_irst month farther than a mile at a time before either allowing 
them to walk or trot. Then, of course, some of them may require 
repeating that distance, and some not. The trainer must observe, 
and if he is a Judge of form he will readily perceive that some 
colts will take a great deal more exercise than others with less fa¬ 
tigue, and, as there Is no system mathematically prescribed to 
train all homes by, each boree or colt should be trained in accord¬ 
ance with hie own system, that is, according to bis own organi¬ 
zation. Bnt the trainer at this stage of training and preparing 
these young things for an ardnons and severe summer's campaign, 
must proceed very cautiously In building up and maturing his 
coltM slowly and by degrees, watching every time they are exer¬ 
cised to see that they are not overworked, until he has their legs 
and tbeir bodies so seasoned that he will be able to move them a 
quarter of a mile. In order to teach them to run in abont thirty 
secouds. In a few days he can repeat it; in the course of eight 
to ten days he can breeze them a half a mile in one minute, and 
by observation and close attention to his colts, after he has 
breezed them half a mile, he can tell about how much more work 
they will stand and when to give It. If they seem to improve and 
feed well after their work, and are not flinching in any wav, and 
seem to be lively and cheerful, he can. in a few days more, breeze 
them a mil&, with light weights on, in two mlnntes. Then he 
should go back. In any trial runa, to a quarter of a mile, and let 
them move through In about twenty-seven seconds, holding them 
well together; ana, above all. he must caution tbe boys not to 
let them do their best. In the course of a week. If he has the 
time, be can breeze them a half a mile In fifty-seven or fifty-eight 
seconds. If the distance for which they may have to run first In 
public is half a mile, I would not breeze them a trial beyond that 
distance. Work them, of course, between these rnne moderately 
slow. Allowing them, however, to take sufficient exercise, so that 
they will waste about one quarter of what they had previously 
eaten per day. through the pores and their bowels, but use no 
clothing to maze them sweat. What nature intends them to waste 
they will waste without clothing, aud you will be able to keep 
them in much more robust health than if you used clothing, be¬ 
cause every colt In good health, when exercised sufficiently to fa¬ 
tigue him. will relieve himself. Now, if he is to run before the 
let of June, you will hardly have time to give them more thun 
good tightening exercise, And, perhaps, one more trial of a mile, 
and that should be with a good rider, about the weight he will 
have to carry in the race, in about as good as he can run. but not 
to be whipped, spurred, or forced in any part of it. He should 
have another colt with blm to etimnlate him in the contest, 
course it la understood he has no shoes or plates upou him, or at 
least no shoes, for to run him his best at tbe distance that he will 
have to ran, with shoes on, will make him sore all through the 
muscles of tbe lumbar region, and he will not run as well on the 
day of the race as you have made him run in bis trial. But if be 
is light in his heels with no weight upon them, he can be run 
often, and very near his best, without making him half as sore os 
one trial with shoes on would do. In your bridles be sure you 
have good soft leather for the reins, so that it will not cramp or 
hurt the boy’s hands; bead-stall, light, with a buckle upon the 
top. The reins should be attached to a good English or “Dan- 
lei's” snaffle-bit, not too heavy nor too light, and see that the colt 
.is properly treated by the rider when Upon him, and not jerked 
and pulled until be makes his mouth so sore that be is afraid, even 
when running, to go np against it, thus causing many a colt to 
lose his race at the start by rearing up, in consequence of bad 
bits and sore mouths. A ring bit is not fit to put upon a race¬ 
horse. because Is draws the lips of the mouth in upon the teeth, 
until it cuts the inner aurfsce, and a sore is made there a long 
time before it is observed by either groom or rider. Be sure to 
have cotton girths so that the edg#|LOf the webbing will not chafe 
aud cot the elbow or the arm. Have good sized steel stirrup-irons, 
strong English leather straps, and inch bar-buckles, and see that 
the spurs the boys wear are not too sharp, for, in their anxiety to 
win a race, they have not Judgment to know when a horse is at his 
best, but will keep stabbing nim repeatedly, until they cut large 
incisions in the skin, which tend to make the horse annoying In 
attentions when cleaning him off afterwards, or when girthing 
him up. All this can be avoided by seeing that the spurs Are not 
too sharp. A boy seldom wants a whip if he has got spurs and 
knows how to nse them. Many a race has been lost by the use of 
the whip too severely on the horse, by making him swerve and 
cuusing him to run foal. 

Now, In your stable economy or arrangements, you should see 
that the stalls are well ventilated, for, if a horse is confined where 
he is compelled to Inhale too mnch of the ammonia arising from 
hie urine and manure, he Is sure to become affected (if kept too 
long in a dirty stall). In some part of bis body. It usually shows 
first In bis want of appetite, then it often affects the eyes, and 
causes him to weep ae a man would who had inhaled to freely of 
hartshorn. In ill good weather the door should be cut in half, 
one half left open, or a bar placed so that the horse can look out 
aud see. It is much more healthy, and makes him much more 
cheerful. The door should only be closed al night, or after severe 
fatigue when yon want the colt to rest. Stalls should be on tbe 
ground-floor, and cleared to the very bottom every day, with fresh 
straw pnt In so that the colt can breathe pare and pleasant atmos¬ 
phere. Bnt, of all things, they most have light and something to 
attract their attention oat of tbe stall; that is, to look out of the 
window or out of tbe door. It prevents them from abasing them¬ 
selves In a way that most trainers of late are always complaining, 
and the cause of tbeir abuse in that way of their parts or body Is 
that they are often kept too warm, either from clothing or being 
shot op too close. If a horse has been lying down In a warm 
stall where there is plenty of straw, slumbering, we will say, for 
some time, he Is sure to nave a disposition to urloate as soon as 
he arises, and, of course, the parts are swollen and somewhat ex¬ 
tended. If his attention Is attracted to the door, that will pass 
off, and the abase or use be makes of those parts in entirely obvi¬ 
ated, because he will then turn from the door, perhaps, and urin¬ 
ate and go back again, his attention being attracted to outside ob¬ 
jects, where he has been accustomed to running aud seeing other 
horses. This Is what he delights to look upon, and, therefore, 
should be indulged, particularly as It conduces to .health, and 
tends to divert hTs attention from a bud and exhausting use of 
himself. 

Now, in regard to the legs. If you do not wish to have cracked 
heels, sudden colds, attended with a cough, etc., do not wash 
legs; legs want no water. There are no muscles there to cover 
the bone, nothing but the skin and the periosteum. If the leg is 
warm, and cold water is thrown npon It, the result la a cracked, 
rough skin, which. In the heel not being well wiped out, soon 
rans to scratches. If the leg Ls cold, tbe water chills the circula¬ 
tion of the blood, by chilling the bone, which contains the mar¬ 
row, and the veins that lie In beneath the skin. Almost all cracked 
heels, slight coughs, and sore throats come from giving horses 
cold water to drink when warm, aid washing their legs. If a 
horse has besn galloped in the mod, a trainer. Ignorant of the 
pathological Influence that mad exercise# upon the leg, will have 
It waahed off. Then the hone has two chances of having perapl - 
ration stopped: one by tbe cold mad, and the other by washing it 
off with warm or cold water, for It is all the same, as the atmos- 

E here surrounding Ungulates that; where, If the mud ls allowed 
> dry upon tbe leg, it acta aa a poultice, or, hydropathically, like 
a wet sheet covered with a blanket, which produces warmth and 
counteract#, by excluding the airmail the bad effects that the cold 
mad produced when applied. Therefore, by waiting nntll the 
mad arlee np the leg, the bad effect le entirely' prevented and 
counteracted. Then rub the mud off with straw or a brush, and 


there Is no Injury done to the leg or the hone, as is the caeo if 
yon wash It off before It ls dry. If yon wash It off afterward, it 
Is a useless exposure of the parte, when, by robbing It off, you 
will leave tbe leg In the same condition as it was before the mad 
was pnt on. If the hone's legs become dirty with dropping per¬ 
spiration. that bas run from the body, a spooge dipped in warm 
water will soon remove It, and then the boy, with a cloth, can rub 
its damn effects off, And so you will see in time, then ls no 
necessity for putting water, cold or warm, to a healthy leg of a 
horse when in training. If the weather ls very dry, and no moiat- 
ure reaches tbe boof where it Joins the hair, and which Is termed 
the coronet, when the horse Is cleaned and dressed off, a sponge 
containing water should be robbed over the part to keep the horn 
of the hoof from becoming too dry, and thereby preventing it# 

S owth. and. perhaps, causing it to crack. Bnt, in wet weather, 
e hoof will receive sufficient moisture In his gallops or walks, 
and, therefore, wants no sponging or washing. It is well in warm 
weather, after exercise, if the horse bas perspired, to spooge hla 
bead off with tepid water immediately upon arriving at tne stable, 
even before he le given hla usual amooot of tepid water to drink. 

It is, I think, conducive to health, to sponge horses off at all time# 
after work, as It not only cleanses the head, but freshens the brain; 
bnt it should not be cold water, for, If tbe horse 1s warm, tbe 
cold water, by Its contracting effect, will check the secretion of 
tbe fluids that lubricate the eye, and which are conducted through 
the nose, thus tending to Injure materially that organ in tne 
course of time. And also, a hone should not be cooled off with 
cold water, as the stomach and throat are both too warm to re¬ 
ceive an application so extreme in temperature, but shonld be 
washed off about the head and nostrils with tepid water, at least 
as warm aa milk from the cow. A large volume of cold water 
thrown into tbe stomach, when the bone Is warm from severe 
fatigue or work, la liable to check the secretions, especially of the 
serum of the pleura, which surroande the longs, ana this lends to 
produce pleura-pneumonia, sore throat, or lung fever. 

8o cold water, in my experience, bas injured many horses; in 
numerous instances lying them up for six or seven months before 
they could be brought to tbe post again, by being Iniadtcionsly 
cooled off after a severe race la hot weather. 1 could mention 
many instances, but to make personal allusions would be lnvld- 
ioue. See that yonr colts are kindly treated nnder all clrcum- 
■tances, either in tbe stall, or the track, or oot In tbe walk where 
yon are cooling them off, and which is the place they should be 
cooled off, and not staoding In tbe stall to be robbed antll they 
become red hot. And In walking npon the ring, the direction 
shonld be changed every eight or ten rounds; walking them first 
one way and then the other, so as not to be continually taming 
upon the same side or tbe same legs, which is injurious to the 
horse's pasterns and shoulders. 

Now, yon have got your horse, we will say to his first race. Be 
very careful not to overfeed him or to feed him too soon after the 
race, but let him nip grass, every once in a while, while walking 
around the ring when cooling off. Give him four or five sips of 
tepid water every few minutes, and, when cooled sufficiently to 
have his feed, give it to him before be Is cleaned off, as be will 
rest much better to be dressed off after he has his stomach full. 
See that he has plenty of bay, but don't feed hi& too mnch grain 
that flay. If be receives for his first feed a warm, well boiled 
maah. well and good; bat If he has not give him three piuta of 
oats and a pint of bran, which will force him to chew and masti¬ 
cate his food well, because he cannot bolt and swallow oats whole 
when mixed with dry bran, and the bran has the same effect, tak¬ 
en in that way. as it has when made into a mash, and it is mnch 
better than wet up with oats as a cold mash; for, when the food 
Is wet, the horse can swallow it without masticatlou, where If tbe 
bran ls dry mixed with dry oats he is compelled to chew it fine * 
before he can swallow it, aud that enables the stomach to digest 
and assimilate it In xmich better form than had it been passed into 
the stomach by swallowing the oats half masticated or, perhaps, 
not at all. 

At this age—that la, at two years old—great care shonld be tak¬ 
en In selecting the feed for tbe colts. They should have tbe beet 
of oats, and they shonld be well cleaned and picked. The best 
of coarse brsn and carrots, if you can procure them, two or three 
times a week, and occasionally two or three apples. Anything 
that a horse likes as well as he does the apple must be a great 
treat to him, when he can have a taste of them once or twice a 
week. For, recollect, he is hot a colt—a mere baby, unmatured 
in all his parts, untaught except In the exercises that be has be¬ 
come somewhat used to In bis training—confined, aod with no 
chance to obtain wbat he wants, or to communicate Jo you what 
is best for him. Therefore a humane and kind trainer will be 
constantly employing hie thoughts bow to precure something for 
his young charges that will please and benefit them. Holding 
them to grass two or three times a day is a great luxury and a 

S eat benefit. Don’t be afraid of grass when you Are training, as 
at Is just what he must have; for he was partially reared on it, 
and therefore. It bas become a part of hftnself, aud he must have 
It. Be sure and get fine timothy hay. If it is ent when In the 
blossom, and should contain a little clover. It Is none the worse 
for It, but be sure it was cut young and well cured, and exempt 
from mold or must. As to water, tne beet is rain water or dis¬ 
tilled water. In distilled water, or that whlch'has been boiled, all 
the inorganic matter which It contained is destroyed, thereby 
making It as soft as rain water. Bat, while the horse is young 
and still growing, limestone water is the water most conducive to 
tho formation of bone. Still it sometimes is too strongly Impreg¬ 
nated with lime, and destroys ths gastric juices of the stomach. If 
given while digestion is going on.

ed ment of the public want. That

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where to play. This caused the faf*Mnklng men to 
look Into the reasons of the decline of the favor that 
base ball'was held In the East, and they found that 
there were two reasons; first, that wherever a city had 
two clubs the interest in the game instead of being 
. doubled became halved, and that any outside .club 
going to play either of the clubs of that city got but 
half of the base ball public to patronize it, as the other 
half remained away till It was the turn of their pets 
to show their muscle. Philadelphia with all its wealth, 
its two clubs, and its enthusiastic base ball patrons, 
never could collect a fair crowd to see any game, ex¬ 
cept perhaps when the champion Bostons were playing 
their powerful Athletic club. New York with its vast 
population and its wealth could never scare up a crowd 
large enough to make it very much worth the while of 
a first-class club to go there. Too many games in 
either New York or Philadelphia would have been ruin 
to either the 8t. Louis or Chicago teams of 1875. 

This lack of support caused the members of some 
clubs to seek for other than legitimate means of re¬ 
plenishing the treasury, till we find the management 
of the late Philadelphia club directing their men to’ win 
or loose a game according as their book was made. 

We may safely say that not a moiety of the Philadel¬ 
phia club games last year were played honeBtly and 
squarely. The Atlantics—more honor to them—pre¬ 
ferred dissolution to dishonor, and Buffered the pangs of 
bankruptcy rather than sell their friends. Then turn¬ 
ing west they looked upon 8t. Louis and her Red Sox 
and came to a firm determination that but one club 
should represent each or any city in the new league 
to which they unanimously pledged themselves to be¬ 
long. •' Should it be national, or western merely? We 
can show that they made no invidious distinctions with 
regard to the Philadelphia clubs of Philadelphia or 
Atlantics of Brooklyn, for they excluded the Btars of 
Covington, the great suburb of Cincinnati, the Eagles 
of Louisville and the Red Sox of St. Louis, all of which 
have paid professional teams, and are as capable of 
winning a good game as any of the Eastern small fry. 
The~best point of importance was that the clubs admit¬ 
ted should be of a sufficiently substantial character, for 
if any club was like the Athletics of last year, to fail in 
paying their players, the whole organization would suf¬ 
fer reproach. To meet this difficulty it was determined 
that no club Bhould be admitted unless it was regularly 
organized as a corporate body, with a paid up stock;of 
course in states where such organization is inadmis- 
sable sufficient evidence of stability was to be shown. 
In this manner the league is sure that every club will 
perform its obligations no unJortokou •> the Beginning 
of the season, and that there shall be no disappoint¬ 
ment about games when once fixed. The last clause of 
eligibility is that every club shall show a reasonable abil¬ 
ity to earn its share of the general earnings. It was prov¬ 
ed beyond doubt last year that such clubs as the New 
Havens, Washingtons, and Westerns of Keokuk, could 

not earn a living on their own ground, and could give 

no visiting club a hope of paying, even, their traveling 
expenses. Such being the case, these powerful western 
clubs determined that no club that could not hold up 
its end of the stick should not hold the stick at all. 
For this reason they have limited admission to the 
league to clubs from citleB of more than 75,000 inhab¬ 
itants, or In other words from cities that have a popu¬ 
lation equal to giving a good gate. This at once de¬ 
barred the New Havens et hoc genus omne, and would 
have debarred the Hartfords but for the fact that that 
enterprising little city of nutmeg noteriety does of its 
comparitiveiy small population send as big a delegation 
to witness a good ball game as any other eastern city. 
The Hartford gates are always remunerative to any 
good club that travels there to crack the nutmeg nine, 
and a hard nine they always have been and will be to 

CI The idea of the west then, was not to make distinc¬ 
tions, but to put the game on a sound basis and to give 
the public confidence in the ability of every club of the 
national league to fulfill its obligations. This they 
furthermore undertook to do by certain other rules and 
regulations, but we feel that in giving our readers this 
one point to digest on this occasion, we are giving them 
enough. In conclusion we must remark that the new 
league is an established fact; that there are the four 
eastern clubs of Hartford, Boston, Mutuals of New 
York, and Athletics of Philadelphia, and the four 
western clubs of Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis and 
Chicago, and that for this year there can no other be 
admitted Into the league, no matter how eligible it may 
be. The constitution distinctly lays down that the ap¬ 
plication must be submitted to the Secretary of the 
league thirty daye before the annual meeting of the 
league for new business, which Is on the 1st Thursday 
in December of each year. But aspirants to the league 
membership must know that having secured all the 


points required by the constitution of the league they 
must furthermore secure an all but un a nim ous vote, as 
two black balls In the ballot are a sufficient disqualifi¬ 
cation. It is then obvious that no club can now enter 
the league, and lovers of good base ball in each and all 
of the league cities may rest assured that they will be 
presented with no more nor less than thirty-five first- 
class games, and that each of theee games will be be¬ 
tween their local club and some club with pretensions 
to play them on even terms; thus every game will be 
fairly interesting and instructive. That these games 
will be played to the utmost ability of each dub, and 
with the utmost punctuality to dales fixed, we will 
show in our next Issue, in which we propose to discuss 
the powers of clubs over the player, and of the player 
over the club. Of thia we feel certain, that the ball- 
lovers of the country will be unmeasurable gainers by 
this admirable though sweeping reorganization, and we 
take no little credit to ourselves for having stood out 
alone last year In proposing a radical and thorough re¬ 
form. Those that carp and cavil at the new organize 
lion have not the good of the game at heart. Some of 
our contemporaries have been too fond of mincing mat¬ 
ters. They have failed to go at abuses in a whole 
souled maimer, in fact they have never gone at them 
at all. Whenever a piece of roguery was tolerably ap¬ 
parent they shut the windows of their lofty souls and 
failed to see it, or they had good and sufficient reasons 
for winking at it, and slobbering it over with vain and 
empty nothings. They call themselves the founders 
and supporters of the game, but we are much mistaken 
if they are not the initial rottenness that caused so no¬ 
ble a body to become what it was last year. The press 
is the voice of the people, and if the press for a few 
dollars refuses to apeak, it is prostituting itself and 
robbing the people of their voice. We ever have 
spoken and ever will speak for nothing but right
